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In my previous note (Acta Arachnologica Vol. 14, No. 2, p. 45, 1957) Lathys 
punctosparsa was described on the female specimen from Buttsu-ji, Hiroshima 
Prefecture. As two males and three females were captured by myself at Yata, 
Osaka City on October 10, 1959, in the present paper I give a supplementary 
description on the male specimen. 

The structure and colour of the male are similar to those of the female, but 
sometimes there are several rather large faintly dark markings on the dorsum and 
sides of the abdomen instead of the many procurved slender stripes consisting of 
small black spots on the abdomen as mentioned in my previous note. 


Palpal structures of the male are as showing in figures.
